TH E SMITH CASE. 


D e f e n d a n t T e lls m e M o ry off t h t 
K b o o tin ff o n m e S ta n d . 
Yesterday was an interesting day in 
the Stephen Smith m urder trial, which 
is now in progress before Judge Cheney 
in the Superior Coart. 
A large number 
of spectators were present. Smith is the 
17-year-old boy who is accused of having 
killed an Italian youth named Paglinao. 
In the morning session, Charlee Caa­ 
son was called by the prosecution. Put, 
in compliance with the advice of the de­ 
fendant’s counsel, he refused to testify, 
on the ground that he might criminate 
himself. The State thereupon announced 
th at the case was closed. 
The attorney for the defense moved 
that the charge be dismissed, for tho 
reason th at the evidence did not support 
the information. 
The motion was de­ 
nied. The defense then called Casson to 
the stand. 
He told the story of tho 
events of November 3d. 
He and tho 
defendant left Pasadena early in tho 
morning on a hunting expedition, and 
about 7 or 8 o’clock they came to the 
Paglinao place. After they had fired 
once at some quail, F rank and hia 
nephew, Pietro, 
appeared and took 
aw ay their guns. After arranging abput 
the 
payment 
of 
$20 
for 
a ran­ 
som, the 
witness and Sm ith went 
back 
to 
Pasadena 
and 
returned 
to Paglinso’s place later in the afternoon. 
They asked for the guns and got them, 
but before they paid the money, Pietro 
ran back into the honse and got his gun. 
The boys separated, and Pietro pursued 
Smith, who turned and shot him. 
On the crow*examination, Casson said 
that he did not know who fired the shot 
at the time, whether it was Smith or the 
deceased; but he afterward saw Sm ith 
throw the shell out of his gun. The de­ 
fendant was nearer the house than the 
deceased; both were on a slope, th e de­ 
fendant occupying higher ground.“ W hen 
the deceased and his uncle came upon 
us in the morning, they cursed and nsed 
abusive language. 
They were arm ed. 
When we returned in the afternoon, 
Pietro asked if we wanted the guns, and 
I put my hand in my pocket to get the 
money. He jumped back into the house. 
Then we ran, Sm ith in the lead. There 
were twenty-five or thirty feet between 
the defendant and Pietro when the shot 
was fired.” 
Tbe next witness called was Mrs. Mary 
Smith, the mother of the defendant. She 
is a pleasant appearing lady, with a re­ 
fined face. 
She seem ed much agitated 
as she took her seaton the witness stand. 
Her answers came very slowly, and 
with much effort, as though she were 
under an unusual degree of mental 
strain. Only a few questions were pat to 
her by Mr. Gage, the attorney for the 
defense. She told how her son Stephen 
had gone banting early in the morning 
of the third of November and had return­ 
ed at noon to tell how his gun was held 
in ransom and how he had left home 
again about noon. 
Take the witness, said Mr. Gage. 
We have no questions,” said the Dis­ 
trict Attorney. 
Mrs Smith rose from the chair and 
started for the little gate which leads to 
the lubby. It is a distance of eight or 
ten feet past the reporter’s table and the 
seats of the jurym en. It was evident 
that her efforts to control herself were 
about to prove unavailing. 
Her face 
became deathly pale and ae she came to 
the gate a violent fit of trem bling shook 
her active frame like a leaf. 
A jurym an 
sprang to her assistance and as he did so 
she fell back fainting. A physician who 
happened to be in court hurried to the 
spot, as did also the lady’s husband. 
She was carried into the Judge’s cham ­ 
bers and the case proceeded. 
The defendant was then called to the 
stand and told the story of the killing. 
“ My nam e.” said he, “ ia Stephen L. 
Smith, and previous to my arrest I was 
attending school at Pasadena. On the 3d 
of November I went out hunting with 
Charles Casson. 
About 7 o’clock we 
came to a place about three-quarters of a 
mile from Paglinso’s house, where I shot 
at some qaail. 
We saw Frank Paglinso 
and his nephew come up. 
The uncle 
had a gun which he aimed at ns and 
swore. They took our guns away and 
made ub follow them to the house. 
At 
first he threatened to take us to Los An­ 
geles, but finally said he would let tu 
go and give back our guns for $20. 
We 
returned 
to Pasadena 
and 
came 
to 
Paglinso’s 
again 
about 
4 
o’clock. 
Pietro 
came 
o at 
of 
of the house and asked us if we wanted 
the guns. He asked us to come into the 
house, and offered us some wine which 
we declined. Then he brought out the 
guus and we looked at them to see if they 
were all right. H e asked us for money, 
and when I put my hand in m y pocket 
he jumoed back in the house. We were 
Hcared and ran. Back of the house at the 
bottom of the gulch we fell into a ditch, 
and when we looked around there was 
Pietro with a gun pointing firet at one 
and then at the other of os.

THE ORANGE HARVEST.

P rices. 
Now that special orange trains to the 
East have started running from this lo­ 
cality, it m ay be said that the golden 
harvest has commenced in real earnest. 
A H e r a l d m an on Thursday called on Mr. 
Edwin, T. E arl, president of the Earl 
Fruit Company of Chicago, which is 
largely engaged in shipping fruit from 
this section, to get some pointers regard­ 
ing the present prices being paid to 
growers. 
“ Well, the rates vary accord­ 
ing to 
the locality,” said Mr. Earl. 
“ For Los Angeles fruit we are paying 75 
cents a box for seedlings and $1.50 for 
navels, but at Riverside we are giving 
$1.50 for seedlings and $2.50 for navels. 
The reason for such a difference is that 
the Riverside fruit is much brighter 
and cleaner and is, therefore, much more 
marketable. 
Now, I want to tell you 
something about prices. They are lower 
this year in this district than usual, and 
are liable to remain so throughout the 
season. 
There are several reasons for 
this. 
In the first place, the railroad 
freights are higher, and we have to_ pay 
ten cents more a box to get the fruit to 
the East than we did last year, and this, 
of course, we are deducting from our 
prices to growers. 
The most im portant 
factor regarding the reduced prices, how­ 
ever, is that there is an enormous num ­ 
ber of oranges ou the m arket this year. 
The Florida crop was unprecedented, 
and 
the rumor 
that you 
stated 
in 
the H e r a l d 
the other 
day, 
to 
the effect that 
the 
fruit 
was being shipped from that section like 
potatoes three feet deep in box-cars 
without any packing is perfectly correct. 
Even with this arrangem ent there will 
be a great deal of fruit that will never be 
shipped out of the groves there, but will 
be left to waste on the ground. Our 
advices are that they will be shipping 
fruit from Florida until April, but I do 
not think it probable, as that would be 
very late for the crop from th at part of 
the country.” 
TIIE SICILIAN CROP. 
“ It seems to have been a good season 
for oranges all over the world,” con­ 
tinued Mr. E arl, “ for the Sicily crop is 
also an immense one. The oranges have 
baen coming from there since December 
and will be received heie until July. The 
fruit is about the same as that produced 
in California, but it can be placed on the 
American markets cheaper than ours. I 
will tell you something now that will 
astonish you. In spite of the long dis­ 
tance that the fruit has to come, it can 
be hauled from Sicily to Chicago for ten 
cents less 
per box than the fruit 
is 
carried 
from 
Los 
Angeles 
to 
Chicago. 
Again, 
although 
the 
duty imposed by the United States on 
Mediterranean oranges is 25 cents a box. 
Thia amount does not cover the differ­ 
ence in the cost of growing, labor, pack­ 
ing, etc., all of the advantages of which 
are on the European side. 
Come in 
again in a day or two,” concluded Mr. 
Earl, “ and 1 will give you some figures 
that will show you how we are handi­ 
capped, but how, in spite of all, we can 
hold our own, for Eastern people will 
take California frnit first every time 
when they can get it.”

E liB Davis Undergoes Rigid 
Cross-Examination. 


WHAT BEt'AME OF THE BRANDY. 


Several W itnesses who Saw the Dis 
tillery in Operation in the 
Nigrht Time. 


B ^Tfce U. S. District Courtroom was 
fairly well filled yesterday morning at 11 
o’clock, when the case of W. More 
Young, charged with making false re­ 
turns of the amount of brandy distilled 
at the Fruit vale Wine Company’s win­ 
ery, came up. Eli B. Davis, who had 
been on the stand for two days, was 
again placed on the witness stand for 
cross-examination. Counsel for defend­ 
ant questioned him with a view of test­ 
ing the veracity of some of his state­ 
ments on the previous days. He had 
testified that he Lad frequently seen 
Young 
sign Treasurer 
Blasingame’s 
name to checks and orders for money. 
Mr. Blasingame was the Treasurer of the 
Fruitvale Wine Company. 
All the orders and checks drawn on 
Treasurer Blasingame were shown to 
Davis. 
After looking them over, and 
finding none to which Mr. Young had 
signed the name of Mr. Blasingame, he 
was asked what he meant when he said 
he had seen Mr. Young sign Mr. Blasin­ 
game’s name. 
He pointed to the address line, “To L. 
A. Blasingame,” and said that was what 
he meant. 
When asked if he did not know that all 
orders had to be addressed to some one, 
he replied that be did. 
On re-direct examination, he said that 
Mr. Blasingame had never personally 
paid him any money. He had obtained 
the orders from Mr. Young, and had 
taken them to the First National Bank, 
where they were paid, but not by Mr. 
Blasingame. 
At this point Davis was excused, and 
United States District Attorney Denis 
read a certified copy of the appointment 
of E. Hall as a Deputy United States 
Revenue Collector. 
Objections to the 
introduction of this in evidence were 
made by counsel for the defendant, but 
were overruled, and the document was 
marked as an exhibit in the case. 
Mr. J. Phillips, manager of the Mer­ 
chant’s Bank of Fresno, identified the 
signature of K. Hall to the reports of the 
amounts of brandy made at the winery. 
A question arose as to whether Hall was 
still acting as Deputy Revenue Collector. 
Witness said that he knew he was, for he 
had gone on Hall’s bond. He did not 
know how long Hall had served, how 
ever, but Hall went crazy some time in 
1837 and was sent to Stockton. 
Cross-examined—Witness stated that 
he did not know that the bond had ever 
been filed. He had never seen it on file 
in the office where it ought to be on file. 
Eli B. Davis was recalled to be cross­ 
examined upon the figures he gave on 
the previous day as to the amount of 
brandy made on which no revenue was 
paid, and which was used in fortifying 
wines. 
In response to questions, he said that 
he had testified on the previous day that 
there had been 5,000 odd gallons of 
brandy made daring the season. 
Mr. Grady introduced a typewritten 
copy of Davis’ testimony taken before 
the* United Statea Commissioner iu the 
preliminary examination, to which Davis 
had signed his name. He asked Davis 
if he had read it and if it was a correct 
report of his testimony. Davis replied 
that it was. 
Mr. Grady (looking over the evi­ 
dence)—This says that you testified that 
13,104 gallons of brandy had been made 
on which no revenue had been paid. 
How is it that you testified yesterday 
that only 5,000 gallons had been made? 
Mr. Davis—I made a mistake yester­ 
day. If you will allow me, I think 1 can 
explain. I think I can figure it out more 
correctly now. 
Mr. Grady—We don’t care to have you 
do it. You have figured it out three 
times already. 
District Attorney Denis interposed and 
said that if the witness had made a mis­ 
take he should be allowed to explain it. 
Davis then went to the blackboard, 
and after 
considerable 
figuring an­ 
nounced that 13,984 gallons of brandy 
had been made. 
In answer to questions, Mr. Davis re­ 
plied that there had been some brandy 
on hand at the 
beginning of the 
season, 
which 
made 
a 
total 
of 
16,059 gollons brandy, 150 deg. This 
reduced to 100 deg., or proof brandy, 
would make about 23,051 gallons which 
went into 60,200 gallons of wine. He 
also testified that the Fresno grape con­ 
tained about 10 per cent, of natural 
spirits, and in that amount of wine the 
amount would be about 12,000 gallons of 
proof brandy. 
Mr. Grady wanted to know, supposing 
20,000 gallons of brandy had been used 
in the wine to make it contain 20 per 
cent, of spirits, as it was said to have, 
what had become of the other 8,000 gal­ 
lons of brandy. 
Witness said that it had gone in the 
wine. 
Mr. Grady said that his theory was 
that the witness had made the brandy 
and then sold it for his own benefit. 
Witness said he had never sold any 
brandy, but he judged brandy to be 
worth $1.50 to $2 per gallon in the mar­ 
ket. 
Oscar Johnson, a boy, testified that 
he 
lived 
near 
the 
winery 
and 
knew the 
still 
was 
in 
operation 
in September 1887 both day and night. 
He was at the distillery on the morning 
of the 20th at 7 o’clock, and saw smoke 
coming out of the distillery and the dis­ 
charge running on the ground. In Octo­ 
ber the distillery was run in the day 
time but heMid not know about the night. 
He knew it was running some where 
near Christmas in 1887. 
Olaf Johnson, the father of the prev­ 
ious witness, corroborated the state­ 
ments made by his son about the run­ 
ning of the distillery. He also testified 
that he boarded some of the men who 
worked at the distillery. These men 
worked at night, taking their lunch with 
them. He had seen Young at the winery 
weighing grapes in August, 1887, but he 
he had not seen him at the distillery. 


A ftern o o n Session. 
Witness was shown a number of re­ 
ceipts for grapes, but he couldj not 
identify them. He said: I got these 
receipts from Mr. Ganstrof, who gave 
them to me last Saturday. I never saw 
them until that time. 
Counsel for defendant admitted that 
these receipts were in the handwriting 
of their client, and they objected to their 
introduction on the ground that they had 
not been delivered to the witness by the 
defendant, and that the receipts did not

The wituess was withdrawn and Mr, 
H, B. Hansen was brought in, but it WbB

were tben withdrawn. 
Cri es * x imined witness said he owned 
two ehares of the stock of the incorpora­ 
ro n 
Never told old man Davis if he 
didn’t buy the stock he would make trou­ 
ble, nor did he tell Eli Davis the same. 
His wife had said something about it. 
One day his wife had walked over to the 
winery and had asked Mr. Eli Davis if he 
wanted to buy the stock and wrote a 
note to me to take to the bank to get 
$50 
or 
the 
two 
shares.

the check back 
because he 
thought 
thero 
would 
be 
enough 
money over to pay a dividend. He had 
no particular dielike for Mr. Young, but 
be had said that, if he was guilty, he 
ought to be sentenced to the peniten­ 
tiary. He had never said he believed 
Mr. Young was guilty, nor had he ever 
instructed his little boy to tell anything 
but the truth, and what he knew. He 
wouldn’t 
swear positively that Mr. 
Young was at the winery any particular 
day, but ha had seen him there near the 
scales one time between the 20th and 
20th of August. The grapes were un­ 
loaded in plain sight of the d’stiilery. 
E. A. Shepard testified that he lived in 
the city of Fresno, but had lived in 1887 
close to the Fruitvale winery, where he 
worked from August to the latter part of 
October. 
Some of the men at the 
winery boarded at his house from Sep­ 
tember 22d to November 2(1. These men 
took their Bupper between 6 and 7 o’clock 
in tho evening, and then took their 
lunches with them for a midnight meal. 
Witness lived a quarter of a mile awav 
from the distillery. 
He could tell 
whether it was in operation by the smoke. 
He had seen it in operation at night be­ 
tween the 5th and 11th of October. 
James Warner ran the still at one time 
when witness was there. It was between 
<S and 9 o’clock at night when he was 
there. 
Cross-examined—Never 
saw 
More 
Young at the still. Saw Eli Davis at the 
still, superintending 
it. 
They were 
making brandy. I tasted the brandy 
when it ran out of the still. When I was 
at the still at night I couldn’t teil 
whether they were making brandy or 
not. I saw a kettle there with a fire 
under it. 
Re direct examination—I 
smelt an 
odor that night. It was like whisky or 
brandy. 
« 
II. T. Hansen testified that he lived 
four miles from Fresno in 1887, and had 
sold grapes to rhe Fruitvale Winery. He 
had delivered the grapes to Mr. Young 
and Mr. Davis. The first load was de­ 
livered by him on the 24th of August. 
He had heard Mr. Young say how much 
wine had been made at the winery in 
1887. The statement waB made at a 
directors’ meeting in February, 1888. 
He said that 16,000 to 17,000 gallons had 
been made. He had seen the distillery in 
operation in the daytime and night also. 
He had been in the still at night in Sep­ 
tember. One evening he had bought a 
gallon of wine, and had left it at the 
winery until he came hack from town. 
When he came back frum town, at 10 p. 
m , there was no one in the winery and 
he went to the still where he saw it in 
operation. 
Cross- examined: Never tried to sell 
the stock to the Directors, nor did I ex­ 
pect to get a reward from the Govern­ 
ment. 
J.V. Carter testified that he had hauled 
wine for the Company in 1887. The still 
was in operation in October. One night 
he went to the still about 11 o’clock and 
delivered Mr. Gardner’s mail to him. He 
had delivered Mr. Gardner’s mail to him 
several times alter night. Gardner was 
a distiller. James Warner waa also at the 
still at night. 
He had never seen Mr. 
Young at the still, but he had seen him 
at the winery weighing grapes. 
James Gavian testified that he had 
been employed at the winery in October, 
1887, as a laborer. 
He had also raised 
grapes and sold them to the winery. 
Mr. Young had weighed the grapes. He 
had not been in the still at night, but 
had seen the smoke almost every night 
in October, 1887. 
He had seen some 
brandy stamped and sent to San Fran­ 
cisco in January, 1888. He had been 
ordered at one time to pump brandy 
from a barrel into the wine tank. There 
were no stamps on the brandy barrel. 
Adjourned until this morning.

I mmigration into the United States 
daring the past year came to 578,500. 
That is 8,000 more than for the year 1887. 


T h e r e will be 100,000 acres of new 
vines planted in California this year. 
Here is a fact that says the industry is 
not to be let collapse, but that it is profit­ 
able and thriving. 


T h e State of California has nearly 
$8,000,000 at interest for the benefit of 
her public schools. The interest last 
year came to nearly $90,000. The schools 
of the State will compare favorably with 
those of any State in the Union. The 
Superintendent of 8chools has recently 
distributed $2,109,900 to the several 
counties. Los Angeles county received 
of this $212,550. 


M r . J. M. D amron, one of the Repub­ 
lican Assemblymen frem Los Angeles 
county, will find the resolutions adopted 
by the Board of Supervisors yesterday 
very interesting reading. His attempt 
to open the Treasury of Los ADgeles 
county to the unchecked rapacity of the 
Justices and Constables will be remem­ 
bered against him long after he has be­ 
gun to comb gray locks. The H er a ld 
some weeks ago exposed a system under 
which the office of Constable of Los 
Angeles countv was worth twice the 
salary of a judge of the Supreme Court. 
Mr. White's bill killed the nuisance, and 
now Mr. Damron seeks to revive it. The 
resolutions of the Board ara timely and 
emphatic. Woodson’s little game won’t 
work. 
Meanwhile, this complaisant 
Assemblyman may prepare, in the 
language of Wolsey, to Did farewell—a 
long farewell—to all his legislative great­ 
ness. His a-Tefillness is exhausted, so for 
as the people of Lo5 AugeJeg Cpunty are 
concerned. 


p ip in g In n D iffe re n t K e y . 
Readers of the H erald will remember 
that one of the leading reasons advanced 
by the Herald for trying to defeat the 
new Charter was that it shamefully 
gerrymandered the city. A single glance 
at the alignment of the wards showed the 
gross unfairness of the apportionment, 
the scheme being cunningly concocted 
to throw a great mass of Democratic 
voters into a single ward. The Repub­ 
lican press affected to regard this change 
with incredulity, and were unreserved 
in their assurances that everything was 
fair and square, and that a gerrymander 
existed only in the H erald’s imagina­ 
tion. No journal was louder than the 
Express in repelling our view of the 
operation of the new Charter. Id its 
issue of yesterday, however, it pipes in a 
different key. It says: 
Councilmenand members of the Board 
of Education will be elected this time 
under new conditions—conditions innch 
more favorable to the Republicans than 
those which governed at the last elec­ 
tion. Tne city has been divided into 
nine wards, and by the new Charter, 
one Councilman and one member of the 
Board of Education will be elected from 
each. Only one of these wards can be 
set down as even probably Democratic 
Two are in doubt, and the six remaining 
are surely Republican. Now let the Re­ 
publicans stand together, and with 
earnest work they can make practically 
a clean sweep. 
The foregoing reads exactly like an 
extract from a H e r a ld editorial during 
the discussion which preceded the adop­ 
tion of the new charter. It is a fine ex­ 
ample of tweedledum and tweedledee. 
Of course it is quite possible for the Dem­ 
ocratic majority to be so large as to over­ 
ride the shrewdest attempt to defeat the 
will of the people, and we heartily hope 
this will be the case in the present in­ 
stance. It certainly ought to be. There 
is something specially infamous in a de­ 
liberate attempt, through chicane and 
indirection, to defeat tiie real purpose of 
all elections, the expression of the peo­ 
ple’s will. In nearly all cases, such con­ 
spiracies act like a boomerang, and work 
the discomfiture of their authors. On 
the principle that a frank confession is 
good for the soul, we suppose that the 
Express feels better, now that it has told 
the truth. 


D o u b tle ss there are a good many idle 
men in Southern California at the pres 
ent time; but there are not enough of 
them to justify the excited speeches be­ 
ing made by men, a good many of whom 
are cranks, always ready to embrace 
half an opportunity to harangue a crowd 
of men on this topic. If those men who 
gather on the street corners to listen to 
those harangues would consent to go into 
the country they would, in many cases, 
find work to do on the farms, and at 
good wageB. There will always be found 
a large number of people in the world 
who will not work. There are just two 
things to be done to give work to every 
laborer in Los Angeles. The first is for 
the ranchmen to change from the 
custom of employing Chinese, and give 
the work to white men. This will call 
for some patriotism and some self-denial 
on the part of oar farmers. The Chinese 
are obtainable in gangs from an agency. 
They herd together in large bodies in 
very close quarters. They cook their 
own meals and take care of their own 
sleeping places. White men cannot do 
those things. They must have decent 
quarters, some one to cook their meals, a 
comfortable place to eat, and other con­ 
comitants of that high civilization 
under which they have been bom and 
brought up. The other thing to be 
done to secure work for our idle men, is 
for them to make np their minds to 
forego the excitement and pleasures of a 
city and to reconcile themselves to life 
in the country. It is monotonous, but it 
is far preferable to idleness. No doubt 
it will require some time to bring this 
adjustment about, but there are many 
inducements to both factors in the prob­ 
lem to set the interested parties 
earnestly to work. In the case of the 
employer, he will get a more efficient 
and 
more 
intelligent 
grade 
of 
labor, 
and 
all 
the 
money he 
pays 
out 
will 
remain 
here 
in the country. To four out of every five 
white men to whom a wage is paid, it is 
paid to men who will in time become 
: employers themselves. They will get a 
piece of land, found a home, and aid in 
the development of the country. It is a 
duty every good citizen owes his country, 
to give labor to such men, rather than to 
this horde of foreign adventurers, who 
•end nine-tenths of all their savings be- 
pond sea. On the side of the laborer, 
there is the inducement of founding a 
home. His family may grow np in the 
ntry, removed from the temp- 
and excitements of city life. 
These small concessions will put to work 
all the idle men in Los AngeleB, and will 
tep them all at work. We are not 
r to see this subject agitated. We 
dwaye take a deep interest in any 
Movement tending to, or even intended 
to, benefit the wage-winner; but it is not 
Tight to misrepresent the situation here, 
torhich is not in the least degree an alarm- 


W oman Suffrage. 
No doubt quite a ripple has been 
created in the legislature by Senator 
McComas’s presentation of a numerously 
signed petition advocating Womans Suf­ 
frage. The people of California are the 
most chivalrous on the footstool, or at 
least they so regard themselves, and it 
would seem that in this State a great social 
reform ought to be an easily accomp­ 
lished thing, but nevertheless it appears 
to move with leaden feet. There is only 
one reason for this, and that is that 
woman, take her as a whole, don’t want 
to vote in California. The very moment 
the younger and prettier portion of the 
sex indicates a desire to go to the polls, 
the male Californian will stand hat in 
hand, bowing her to the ballot box. 
At first glance it seems passing strange 
that women are not unanimous in their 
demand for the suffrage. Io everything 
else in this commonwealth they have 
matters absolutely their own way. All 
the laws, testamentary and other, are 
framed almost absolutely with a view to 
favor that exquisite sex, aq«| our system 
only lacks the Cap-sheaf of Wdman-suf- 
frage to record man’s complete subjuga­ 
tion. The indifference of young and 
pretty women on this subject can only be 
explained by the fact that they already 
absolutely control the male law-makers, 
occupy vicariously the several offices 
aud are generally mistresses of the situ­ 
ation. 
Unfortunately, the] male biped is so 
constituted—his temperament is so light 
and frivolous—that a young and beauti- 
fnl feminine face, shining throngh an 
aureole of golden curls, has far more in 
fluence with him than the gravest and 
most commanding visage destitute of a 
wealth of tresses. This is neither philo­ 
sophical nor right, unless it is the latter, 
on 
the 
postulate 
of 
Alexander 
Pope 
that whatever is is right. 
Owing 
to 
this 
circumstance 
the progress of the suffrage reformers 
has been slow. But there is a way in 
which they can make it sure. Let them 
apply themselves to making converts of 
their frivolous but beautiful sisters. It has 
long been an axiom that all these splen­ 
did movements of reform are confined to 
long-haired men and short-haired wom­ 
en, and an acquaintance with the general 
run of those who figure on public plat­ 
forms has convinced us that this is about 
the truth.

This once ac- 
compolished, woman suffrage will follow 
so easily that its earlier apostles will 
wonder that they ever encountered any 
impediment. 


sand inches of water, carried the same 
in a ditch across the lands of defendant 
by license of a previous owner, as is 
claimed, to a farming neighborhood 
some miles distant, and used the same 
for three years in irrigating crops, etc., 
without hindrance or molestation from 
any one. W hen the defendant corpora­ 
tion bought the lands it tore out plain­ 
tiff’s ditch and stopped his use of the 
water. Plaintiff brought this action to 
condemn the right of way for its ditch. 
Defendant set up that it was a riparian 
owner, as successor of the former owner 
of a Mexican grant; showed that plaintiff 
took out the water from the creek at a 
point inside the lines of the grant, and 
claimed that the act cf plaintiff in ap­ 
propriating and taking out the water at 
said point was a trespass; that no right 
of appropriation under the law existed 
when the entry and location should be 
made without exprees authority or per­ 
mission from the grant riparian owner at 
said point, and therefore plaintiff got no 
right to the water by its diversion, and 
no other water right being thereon, no 
necessity existed for a ditch to be got by 
condemnation. The Court sustained this 
contention and non-suited plaintiff, who 
now appeals, and will maintain that 
under the law the waters of all non- 
navigable streams may be acquired for 
public use by compliance with the laws 
of appropriation, regardless of the owner­ 
ship of the banks of the stream. Rowell 
&. Rowell and A. B. Hotchkiss are for 
plaintiffs, appropriators, and Byron 
Waters and Barclay A Wilson for the 
riparian claimants, defendants. 
The 
grounds gone over in the celebrated case 
of Lux vs. Haggin will be again traversed 
It is hoped that the dissentiDg opinion 
rendered by Judge Ross in that case may 
be adopted as the law of this State in 
this case under the changed phase of the 
law which has occurred by the repeal of 
Section 1422 of the Civil Code, which 
before protected the riparian owner. 
Eminent counsel, collaterally interested 
will doubtless be heard as amici curve 
the question being one of absorbing in­ 
terest and vast importance.

Thk people of Loe Angeles are looking 
forward with a great deal of expectancy 
to the statesmen the Republican party 
are going to nominate for the several 
municipal offices.

It is 
contended by them that if we exclude 
foreign imports, our own manufacturers 
and thoir workmen will Bupply them, 
and that will give employment to our 
own people. The report adduces figures

It is contended 
that reduced duties mean larger exporta­ 
tions, and that increased importations 
mean increased prosperity, that 90 per 
cent of the goods consumed in the 
United States are products at a lower cost 
than in foreign countries—which is a 
sufficient answer to the scare-crow cry 
that free importation would result in 
ruining onr industries and labor.

Important Changes Very 
Likely to be Made. 


TOBACCO NOT TO BE TAXED. 


The Substitute for the Cowles Bill 
Favorably Reported by the 
Committee.

W ashington, February 15.—By a vote 
of 9 to 5 the House Committee ou Ap­ 
propriations to-day resolved to report 
favorably the substitute for the Cowles 
Internal Revenue bill. The substitute 
proposes the entire repeal of the tobacco 
tax, and omits the “ Moonshine" sections 
of the Cowles bill. 
Later—It was learned later that the 
vote on reporting the measure was 10 to 
4 instead of 9 to 5, as at first reported. 
Those in favor of the measure were: 
Randall, Clements, Felix, Campbell, of 
New York, Sayers, Caunon, Ryan, But- 
terwortli, Long, McComas and" Hender­ 
son. Those opposed to it were Forney, 
Foran, Sayers and Rice. Forney says 
he will report a substitute bill, removing 
the duty on manufactured tobacco and 
snuff but not on cigars and cheroots. 
Representative Sayers said he in­ 
tended to prepare a minority report 
for presentation. He said: “I am op­ 
posed to reducing the surplus by taking 
off the tax on cigars, cheroots and ciga­ 
rettes until we have first reduced the 
customs duties on the Accessaries of life. 
There appears to be some difference of 
opinion as to the measure of privilege 
which the Revenue bill will possess, and 
this may, later, bring on a conflict on the 
floor of the House between the Ways 
and Means and the Appropriations Com­ 
mittees. It might be well to state the 
position of the last National Committee 
in the matter. While it does not con­ 
tend that any committee, other than 
that of Ways and Means, is privileged to 
report a revenue bill at any time, it 
holds that, under the rules, when a bill 
is once reported and placed on 
the 
calendar, 
it 
will 
itself 
be 
privileged, and that a motion may, at 
any time, be made to go into Committee 
of the Whole to consider a revenue bill. 
To succeed in going at the tobacco bill., 
it would be necessary for the House to 
lay aside any Revenue bill preceding it 
on the calendar and if the Ways and 
Means Committee should anticipate the 
report of the Committee on Appropria­ 
tions by reporting another tariff bill, this 
might prove a serious, but not necessar­ 
ily unsurmountable obstacle to the 
accomplishment of the wishes of the 
triends of the bill to repeal the tobacco 
tax. The formal action of the Appropri­ 
ations Committee upon thr Cowles bill 
was to strike out sections 1, 2, 3 and 4 
and substitute sections 1 and 2 of Ran- 
dall]s tariff bill, 
introduced 
last 
session, 
and 
also to strike out 
sections G, 9, 10, 11, 12 and 1G of 
the Cowles bill. In the shape in which 
it will be reported, the bill provides that, 
alter July 1st next, all laws now in force 
whereby farmers and producers of to­ 
bacco are restricted in the sale and dis­ 
position of the same, and all laws relat­ 
ing to internal revenue taxes on manu­ 
factured tobacco, snuff, cigars, cheroots 
and cigarettes, and the special taxes re­ 
quired by law to be paid by manu­ 
facturera of, and dealers in, leaf tobacco, 
retail dealers in manufactured tobacco 
peddlers of tobacco, snuff and cigars' 
and manufacturers oi snuff and of rigare!

Bayard and Lord Salisbury, respecting 
the attack and ordering the Minister at 
W ashington to complain to the United 
States Government th a t an American, 
nam ed Klein, was prom inent in the 
fighting.

and would 
respect the rights founded thereon, 
and 
they 
would 
appeal to both 
Governments 
to 
co - operate 
tively with Germany and re-establish 
tranquility. 
On January 8th, Count 
H erbert Bismarck telegraphed the Ger­ 
m an Consul at Apia that on account of 
the agreement w ith the United States 
and Great Britain, the annexation of 
of Samoa by Germany was out of the 
question.

Discussion of the Agitator’s 
Sign Manual. 


“ LABBY,” OF “TRUTH,” INVOLVED. 


He Offered to Pay Pitrott *1,000 
to Admit the E oreery of the 
Parnell Letters. 


I Associated Presa Dispatches to the Herald. 
London, February 15.—Parnell was 
present at to-day's session of the Par­ 
nell Commission. Soames, solicitor for 
the Times, was further cross-examined, 
and offered in evidence a schedule of all 
the signatures of Parnell he poseessed. 
He said that Parnell’s writing varied con­ 
siderably, and produced a letter in which 
Parnell’s name was written in six differ­ 
ent ways. Judge Hannen ordered the 
letter photographed. 
Witness denied 
that he had heard that Pigott and the 
League clerk he interviewed in Ireland 
had a grievance against Parnell. Pigott 
made a statutory 
declaration 
that 
Solicitor Lewis offered him £1,000 if he 
would swear he forged the letters said to 
have been written by Parnell. The 
Times paid Pigott only £40 or £50 
Witness had Pigott watched and traced 
him into the company of Labouchere. 
He paid Houston, Secretary of the Irish 
Loyal and Patriotic Union, altogether, 
£3,000. No bargain was made when the 
letters were first brought to the Times. 
Their genuineness was to be tested first. 
Soames said Pigott told him of the in­ 
terviews he had with Solicitor Lewis and 
Labouchere. The latter sent Pigott 
several ten-pound notes. Pigott showed 
witness a letter from Solicitor Lewis ac­ 
cusing him (Pigott) of having admitted 
that he forged the letters and his reply, 
whereupoa 
witness required that a 
statutory declaration be made in which 
Pigott detailed all the Communications be­ 
tween himself and Solicitor Lewis in­ 
cluding the offer of £1,000 by Lewis on 
behalf of Labouchere, if he would swear 
he had forged the letters. The state 
ment caused a sensation. Pigott did not 
tell tim of the correspondence he had 
had with Archbishop Walsh, of Dublin 
regarding the letters.
